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1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 28-31 , drawn to an optical network which has plural devices 
operable to perform adding, dropping, regenerating or providing passage 
of wavelengths, wherein one of the devices inserts a wavelength and 
sends information related to the inserted wavelength to a second devices, 
the second device operable to insert a wavelength and able to determine if 
the inserted wavelength is equal to the wavelength inserted by the first 
device classified in class 398, subclass 83. 

II. Claims 32-33, drawn to a network element with plural transponders to 
generate wavelengths to be transmitted in a first direction to an adjacent 
network element, a dedicated overhead wavelength channel for receiving 
a wavelength topology map from the adjacent network element wherein 
the wavelength topology map includes a first map portion that specifies 
the wavelengths being transmitted by the adjacent network element in a 
second direction wherein the network element is able to determine pass- 
through wavelengths from the wavelength topology map, classified in 
class 398, subclass 31. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 

in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
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it requires an overhead channel and topology maps which subcombination I does not 
have. Subcombination I has separate utility in that it has plural devices which add/drop 
regenerate wavelengths which is not required of subcombination II. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application.

Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .
